Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several ~ 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years. The 
town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or 
city during his term of appointment. The fire warden must authorize 
all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No open 
fires can be authorized between 9a.m. and 5p.m., unless it is raining, 
without the additional permission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest 
fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the warden's permis- 
sion, 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training 
the warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making 
hand tool suppression equipment available at 50% of cost, supplying 
pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and 
sharing up to 50% of the cost of wildfire suppression costs, 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. 
Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire 
prevention programs, Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available 
for distribution by local fire departments upon request to the Forest 
Fire Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a con- 
tinuous wildfire prevention program within his town or city.

The Orford Fast Squad is a branch of the Orford Fire Department 
but receives no town monies, It is supported entirely by contributions, 
The twelve members serve without pay. 


Each member holds at least an Advanced First Aid Certificate 
from the Red Cross, and some have further medical training. We are 
qualified to handle heart attacks, burns, severe bleeding, unconscious- 
ness, water accidents, snowmobile and automobile accidents, frac- 
tures, poisoning, emergency childbirth, exposure and sudden illnesses 
of all kinds. 


Help will arrive in minutes in any weather if you call our emer- 
gency number: 
4347 


"Hanover Dispatch" will answer and notify us immediately by radio of 
the location and problem. On our request, Hanover will radio for 
mutual-aid fast squads. 


We responded to 13 ambulance calls in 1975 and answered one 
mutual-aid call for the Fairlee train wreck and fire. 


In 1976 we hope to raise enough money to buy a small portable 
oxygen tank. The large, heavy oxygen-resuscitator is carried on the 
outside of the fire truck because it is too large to ride in the cab. 
One minus 26 degree night the oxygen valve was frozen and useless 
when it was needed for a patient. A portable oxygen can be easily 
carried by one person ina car. We also hope to buy a leg traction 
splint and other badly needed equipment.

ORFORD COMMUNITY HEALTH SERVICE 


It is my pleasure to present to you the Annual Report of the Orford 
Community Health Service. 

Though we have initiated no new major programs, the OCHS Board 
feels that those we are sponsoring have continued to be viable and 
beneficial to our community. 

We have expanded our Well Child Clinics (renamed Orford Com- 
munity Health Clinic) to include any member of the community who 
wishes health screening tests, Since the clinics are held during the 
day, adult response has been small. The Board hopes to remedy this 
in the ensuing year. 

We are continuing to contract with North Country Home Health 
Agency for Medicare billing. Since contracting with the agency in 1974, 
we have increased our Medicare revenues by nearly $600. 

Piermont continues to contract with OCHS for home health visits, 
and plans to do so in 1976. 

Following is a short summary of home visits for 1975: 

(It is interesting to note that of the total of 453 visits in 1975, 300 were 
made to elderly people over 65 years of age.)

The Orford Planning Board has met at regular intervals through- 
out the year. Our purpose - to protect and preserve for the citizens 
of Orford the Town's future, its growth and its proper and just de- 
velopment.

Purpose: Community Action has greatly expanded its objectives 
and programs, It now serves a broad spectrum of the Tri-County 
community, continuing to provide significant social services and to 
sponsor various community-economic development programs, Com- 
munity Action is largely governed by the principal that if you provide 
a person a fish a day, you provide for the day; if you teach him how to 
fish, you provide him for a lifetime. 

Social Service Programs: 

Meals on Wheels and Transportation for the Elderly: With 
centers in Colebrook, North Stratford, Berlin, Littleton, Whitefield, 
Plymouth, Lebanon, and Conway, Meals on Wheels provided over 
1,610 meals per week and over 80,000 for the year to the elderly. 

Transportation services are provided to the elderly including 
medical service vans with regularly scheduled trips to the medical 
centers of White River, Hanover and Portland. 

Headstart: With nine classrooms in Berlin, Canaan, Conway, 
Lebanon, Littleton, Ossipee, Plymouth, and Stratford, Headstart serve 
an average of 340 preschool youngsters and their families, providing 
comprehensive services, 

Family Planning: A program providing medical, counseling, 
and educational services to both individuals and the community at 
large. 

Operation Green Thumb: A program designed to help people 
lower their food costs through gardening efforts served over 5,000 
peoplerin i975. 

Operation Help: A fuel loan program designed to enable people 
to meet rising fuel bills made 144 loans at approximately $10, 000. 

Winterization: A new service begun in the winter of 1975, pro- 
viding insulation, reduction of cold infiltration, combination windows, 
improvement of heating facilities, through matching grants to eligible 
citizens, 

Manpower: Working with Tri-County Council and County 
Commissioners, Community Action Manpower Programs continue to 
provide counseling, training, program development, and other sup- 
portive services to the Tri-County Manpower training effort. 

Vista: Nine community Vistas (residents of the Tri-County 
area) are sponsored by Community Action and are providing informa- 
tion referral and general community outreach. 

Elderly Employment: The Elderly Employment Program is 
designed to augment the income and utilize the skills of over 60 elderly 
residents. 

Health Screening: A medical program developed with the 
Public Health Service designed to detect glaucoma, high blood pressure, 
diabetes, oral cancer and other maladies in adults. 

Economic Development Programs: 

As its major development, Community Action organized the 
Northern Community Investment Corporation which will provide up to

The tax bill which is sent to every 
person taxed, or his agent, if known, as provided in section 11, shall 
show the rate of municipal, school and county taxes separately, and 
each bill shall also show the assessed valuation of all lands and build- 
ings for which said person is being taxed. The 1975 rate breakdown

RSA 76:13 provides that if tax bills are mailed on or before November

shall not be charged on taxes paid on or before December 30. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from which interest 
will be charged and this date is determined by the date you send the 
last bill on the list committed to you.
